Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During the interview cases 09/856,315 and 09/856,314 were 
discussed to further address 112 issues and language probtems in the claims. It was noted that the use of the 
language "front surface and rear surface" was strongly advised since the "layer/ply" language still suggests that the 
fabric is made by two individual plies or layers. With regards to the limitation requiring the ultra fine yarn to be raised, 
as pointed out during a previous interview, it will required a new search. During the interview Applicant's agent was 
advised to continue prosecution by filing a RCE and/or CIP in which Applicants will further disclose the structure of the 
product they are trying to claim. As it stands right now, there is not enough disclosure that defines the structure and 
the Examiner understands that prior art providing a warp knit with a front face and rear surface with the yarns being 
claimed herein and that has a raised surface will read on Applicant's invention since "warp knit" is broad and 
encompasses several knitting structures, it is the Examiner position that it will be to Applicants benefit to disclose and 
further limit the structure being claimed in the present invention. 
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
